The granci naval sham battle which has 
been looked forward to since its announce- 
ment with such ple.tsant anticipation by 
all Victoria's citizens, youiif; and old, was 
held at Beacon Uill Tuesday foruiioon in 
the presence of between eight and tun 
thousand people. Monday's weather wcire 
a thnjateniiij,' aspect, and many wimu tliu 
propheaica of rain fur 'Tuu-idiiy. 'I'liii day 
dawned with dull leadtMi sky ;ind Inukiiil 
BO unpropitiius liiat thuic was im .■\ii\ietA' 
about the event taUmt,' iikiee. 'I'lie air WiiH 
pleasantly warm, however, ;wiil pre[i:if

on H. M. S. Mutine from the naval sta- 
tion at Esquimau. On Monday afterncion 
the Mutmu had been prepared for act inn , 
her tcipniiusts lowered and rij,'giiiij' housed, 
the Ciardiner guns placed in position in 
the yard-nnnsand everything made ready 
for the carrying out of tlio programme of 
the day. Al 7'..iO the delaclitneni cnm- 
pusiii^; the defenee toweil liy the Satellite'.-i 
iind M iiline's Hieaiii plniiiiees, left Es(pii- 
nialt and preciH'ded tn Armadale, where 
tlie force debarked atid, and uecompanied 
by the Swiftsure's band, marched to the 
battery at Finlayson 'a Point, Beacon Hill. 
This force was composed of 51} blue jackets 
and "i-'O marines from the Satellitte niid 'S'l 
blue jaelcets from the Mutine. 'I'lu! bat 
t(!ry at Kinlays'in'a roint was manned hy 
3D men of the V. (i. A , Capt. Wolfeiiden 
and Liuuts. Gamble and NichoUes, the 
whole defending force consisting, with 
band, of

all under coinmand of Lieutenant Jones, 
of il. iNI. Satellite. .Stiifl Burgeon 
Lyons, of H. M. H. Satellite, was in medi- 
cal charge of defending foree. i lavirjg ar- 
rived at the Point the bluejackets iuid 
marines piled arms .and the defeiidi^rs 
awaited tlie opening of the attack. 

At 8:30 11. Al. H. Mutine moved out of 
Esquimau harbor with the pinnaces, 
launches, etc., containing the attacking 
force ill tow, and steamed slowly toward 
a point opposite the biittery, making a 
detour and bringing in with presmitod 
bow, about a mile from the point, itud in 
such a position that only one ouii from 
the battery could be brouglU to bear upon 
her. 

Meanwhile all the avenues leading to 
the hill were tlironged with eiti/.eus on 
foot and in carriagi'.-f weuiliiig their way 
there, until at the CDinmencement of hos- 
tilities, there could have been no le.ss than 
eight thousand spectators dotting the hill- 
side and scattered over the field. The 
day was generally observed as a

all civic and government ofHcos and 
schools being closed, and business goner- 
ally on f lovcrnineiit street suspended and 
it seemed us tliough every inhabitant of 
Victoria was out on a yalii day. Previous 
to tiie attack a .sipiad of police were ke|)t 
busy eiidoavoriiig to clear the space 
marked by the flag& of sight-seers, who 
would persist in crowding in. Tiieir ef 
forts were very successful and at ton 
o'clock there was a multitude of moving 
figures facing the aea and [jrcscnting (|iiite 
an animated :ippearancc. I'liotoyriiiihers 
were busy in all (piarter.i taking view.-i of 
the proceedings ;\s tlu'y progressed, and 
enterprising vendors of confectionery and 
riL':irj wore stationed among the crowd.

was never before gathered together on 
Beacon Uill, and Yiotoria's citizens were 
reinforced by largo additions from the 
Souml. 

At 10 o'clock the signal for attack was 
made from the i\fiitine, whoso guns im 
mediately opened lire to cover the laud- 
ing. -M tlie same instant the I)ikiIs of 
U. M. S. Swiftsure containing tlie at- 
tacking party wore cast loose and nnide 
for the shore in gallant style. The force 
was divided as follows:

Tlie starboard division coiisi.sting of n 
pinnace, a launch, a sailing pinnace and 
tj;e Idt gig C-'.rr''<d the urlillery. and the 
pin t diviaion consiated of a steam launch, 
lat cutter, 2d cutter, despatch boat, 2il 
gig and a dmgy. Uapt. the Hon. T. S. 
iJrand commuiiding the force, occupied the 
Lit gig in tho starboard iliviaion. 
Meantime llie guns in tho battery worked 
by the li*al artillery

in answer to the man-of-war. For tificeii 
minutes the loud reports of the heavy 
guna ec!n)ed and re-echoed over tlie 
waters of the straits, giving the spoetator-i 
a vivid idea of what an actual bnmbard- 
nient must bo. The tiring from the ship 
waa very animated, and several broad- 
aides in rapid succession plainly toUl 
what groat havue one of these comparative- 
ly ainidl war ships is capable of doing ni 
maintaining John Hull's national honor. 

Fifteen minutes after oasting loose the 
prow of the first cutter touched tlie beach at 
apointto tho eastward of tho fort, and the 
crew jumping aahore rapidly formed oii 
the shingle.

So com[)lete was 
his aubineraion that his cork helmet, lloiit- 
iiig on the surface, was the only portion uf 
liim or of his oflfects that for a moment 
could be seen. ■•Vinid the roars of laugh- 
ter from Ihe spectators, wlio lined the (o|i 
iif the bank, the unfortunate one regained 
terra lirma, presenting a living einliodi- 
ment of the motto of his corps, "y/./' 
viiire jK'i- ti-nnm." 'IMie more nimble blue 
jackets disdaining the uso of a g.ing 
[ilaiik, jumped boldly into the sea up to 
their waiata and waded ashore in triM-.' 
sailor fashion. To eyipedite tlie lauding 
of the largo guns they were slung over the 
sides of the launches <iin shears and 
dropped into the water alongside antl 
luiuled ashore, tho gunners carrying each 
a charge in the breast of his jacket ready 
for use.

The four i)ieces were ashore and ready for 
action. 'I'lie drag ropes being manned by 
a whole company of blue jackets, very 
little didicully was experienced in gelling 
the guns up the high liank and into the 
battle.

by half compaiiieH to the vicinity of the 
nice track. Thia uioveuieut wiih executed 
in a very tn-dorly manner, uotwithHtandinf; 
the great difhculty arising from the thick 
growth of bush. xVt the track a stand was 
liiadf, and -ii sharp encounter took place, 
the rattle of the rille foriniiig a i/cnitiiiuous 
roar. On through the woods i-aiue lln 
now numerotiii attaekiug inoty, and as eaeli 
company came up from the' hiniliui! lln-y 
wcrc' ordereil to prolong tho line to the right 
and left, tmtil all but the reserve were in 
action. 

f-y tlie time the edge of tho wood liad 
beijii gained the artillery had conn- into ar- 
tiou on tlie left.

they went throiiyh the uiovetnents of at- 
tack and defence gave a yood idea id' what 
terrible execution they could do in a light 
at close ipiarturs. 

Line w-i^ then foruied and tlu^ necessary 
preparations nnido for marching past. 
This war dune ia e.\i;elleiit oruiu-, the en- 
tire brigadu keeping step to a man. Hy 
an unfortunate mistake tho volunteers 
were allowed to inarch past witli their 
rilles at tilt; slope, but otlierwiae every- 
thing wasali that eouhl lie desired.

Tti the iiiox porieneeil the mnveinenls 
oone tliroiigii were e.xeeiited witli a won- 
derful prom|)tiit'ss and preeiaion, seemini.' 
disorder being turned into order in a fiMV 
seconds. The men looked remarkably 
widl, anil when marching past moved in 
unison as tiioegh there was hut a single 
iiulividual |iri)iiiptin:_' the actimi of tile 
whole. ^Ve have iiotliiiig but praise to 
give all engaged on liie occasion. The 
day was eiio of the ni"at interesting and 
pleasurable holidays that Vict.n-ia Inis 
cideliraled, and Admiral Lyons has the 
grateful thanks of the whole poimiation 
f>u- providing tbeia with such a brilliant 
and novel sight. The occasion is oiio 
that will be reiiu'iabercd with plcMsure by 
all those ivlu) witnessed, iiiany of wh'iin for 
the lirst time bad seen a vessel in 
an active state of boinhardineni . 
There was no aceiilent of any kind to mar 
the event, and thouoh the as|iect of the 
weatluu- was threatening in the early 
morning, later on it was possihly the best 
that could be wished fur nirIi an all'.iir, 
for thniigli sliU clouded, there was litllo 
wiiul and everything was in favi-r oi a line 
view of the niaineuvres of the ila}'.

On l''riday, the- '-i'bh ult., Hongkong 
was visiioil hy a typhoon. The only 
serious i-asu;ilt,y wus tho drifting in 
shon of the steamsllip Faisang. In 
Tokio 777 houses worn conipletaly de- 
stroyed, twelve lives lost and twenty 
wouir.leil.

,\nd so il eaiiK! Lo pass. Tlio lirat aliot 
from llie N':iiig wu passei] over the 
bridge of the Volta killing Pilot 
Thomas, while .Vilmiral Oourbet, who 
stoo l besido him, must have had a 
iiiiriieiiloua escape.

Regular sleniii coiiiuuiiiication be- 
tween Hongkong and the West C'oast 
of Mexico, via ^'okoh:ulla luul Honolu- 
lu, was cinniiioiici'd this month by 
the iMe.xieaii Paeilie Navigation Com- 
pany. 

A band of armed opium smugglorn, 
lOO ill number, after leaving British 
lerriiorv on the night of llu; iSult., had 
!i severe brush with the C'hiiiiise Cus- 
icHiis' ollieers and soldnu-s, luul were 
driven back into British Ivowloon. 
The smugglers had §12,000 worth of 
opium in their possession. Two men an; 
said to have beeui killed. 

It is roporieii tiiut a riot look place 
at Sh--k Lung. The American I'resliy- 
teri.'in elia|)td wus cleniolislied to a 
greater e:ilenl than last year. The 
Koiuan Catholic Compound was destroy- 
ed and twenty-three houses burned. 
It is aUo' n)|jorted that a riot took place 
at- I'ungKun, but [larticulara are not 
yet lo hand. 

On the 1 lib nil., the .American Prea- 
l.\ teri iii I hapel in .Slu-iii.g Mun Tai 
was ihrialoiiod by a iiioli, but the 
soldii'rv siieeeeded ill dispersing the 
uould-l.o rioters. Tlie chapels bidong- 
ing to the I'.iiglish missions have pro- 
ehiinations posted oil tliein, and Special 
i-ouriors havi' boon dispitelied to those 
111 t ho eoiinl ry. The .\ ricaiis are get- 
ting similar p i-oi-j a ii lalions for t-lieir 
ehupid.s. It is to be feared that uewa of 
more chapels being destroyed will be 
received in a few days. Unless more 
pressure is brought to bear on tho 
oIlicialH, we may liear from the country 
distriets that native Clirisliaiis have 
been inurdoi-eil. 

Siiiee .Admiral L'oiirbel coinpieled 
his oporal ions in the .Min, am! loft the 
river w it:li his lleel, l''oocliow appears to 
liavi! resunn^d its normal state. The 
scared natives, wlio made their exodus 
about a moiitli ago, are now gradually 
returning, and Iind llioir houses require 
to lie rodeoiniMl from the (Jhinose au- 
llioritios, li\- whoiii they wen) coiiliscat- 
eil iininedialely after lioiiig vacated. 
This does not tend to improve the ire 
of tlio natives, who are rather unsettled 
in the city, ami continue to threaten 
I he Mandarins.

The desi ruction in llio Japanese por- 
tiiui of tho town is reported to be very 
serious. t)n intiuiry at tiio Central 
Police Stfition it ^vas aseortainod that 
I wo persons had lost tln/ir lives and 
nine were reported wouiideti; 120 hous- 
es had beoii seriously damaged, 190 
sliglillv so and 200 unroofed.

The eontraetioii of wor'ls is an- 
other stage, us "mob," now perfectly 
English, was at first ineredy slang for 
the Latin inubik, the lickle crowd, as 
"cab" for "cabriolet," and "furlong'' 
for "forrowlong," the length of a fur 
row, ami as "nob " is slang for nobility. 
Wt; ninke words from men's neines in 
the saiiK; wav. 1 suppose "boyeol t ing ' 
may be good I'jiiglish soon. "I\lariiiiei ," 
now indispiui.sable, was tlio name of .'i 
historic general overstriel. in iliscipline^ 
"Derrick" was a famous bangmaii id' 
the seventeenth eeutuiy, in lionor of 
whom the roughs nick-iiained the 
gallows like lioisliiig ap|)arai iis; and 
thesi! aro two onlv out of scores of 
cases. Many of tho words t.hiit are now 
ix\s[)ectabilities of convei-siitinn were 
once gutter children. "Drag," for in. 
stance, was a thieves' word for carriage, 
and "drngsinon" tlie pari ieular variety 
of tliiovos who fiillow(-d I he eai-riago lo 
cut away till" luggage fr.on the rack he 
liiiid. Ijtlt "drag" is good iMiiilish now 
for private coae.h. "Ixidiuiji" was 
thieves' slang for ohild-stoaling; that ia, 
lo "nab a kitl." "Tic," for cravat, was 
as much tho ahiiig of low life us -'ehok 
or" is now. "Conundrun" ami "donlcey' 
and "fun" were all slang words, tlnmgli 
perhaps not so now. "I'loro" was slang, 
and ao were "wtiddle" and "bother."

It cannot believe 
that twenty (inc town lots of equal size 
are less in tlio aggregate than three lots of 
that size. Vut with a conscience that 
baggies at nothing, and profound con- 
teiniit for its readers, it uiake.s, and ro 
peats, tlu^^se and similar allegiitioiis. All 
the while — and perhiip-s thi.^ e;iplaiii.s it — 
our contemporary ia tho luiuilde servitor 
and bopraiser, the lickspittle of a jdayed- 
out cliquo here which, in despair of any 
local policy, alFeota to support Cunadfi in 
these gigantic pretentions. Ono would 
think that thu moat phlegmatic and uti- 
scrupuloiis Would be roused Lo proper ac- 
tion, when the interests of the pruviiico, 
as a whole, are at stake. If ive assume 
that our contemporary, with its clique, is 
i<,'norant and not intontiomilly dishonest; 
if it is true, as some think, that the tiae 
of argunioiit on public inatlers would lay 
a tu.K of llo'iiglit ii|iiiii its mind which it 
iatoo weak lo boai-, why does it attempt 
more than llie collection of facta and the 
copying t'f scraps ( That would bo honest, 
though very humble work.

As the Rocky iNIountains will be often 
mentioned in the diaonssiona on our east- 
ern boundary, wo may remind our read- 
ers of Ii few facta respoctiiig them. It is 
not very long since their existence became 
known to the world. Tlie French explor- 
ers and missionaries of Canada, 150 years 
ago, had only vague occouiits from the 
Indians, of higli landa far to tho west, and 
of a great river (no inlet, the Oolunibia) 
which fl.jwed into the Pacific. An expo- 
ditioii 1.1 discover t liese mountains left 
Alonlroal in 17.'!1. The Verendryu bro - 
thers, vvhi) ctuumaiided it, built forts at 
Rainy Xiake, lyila; of the Woods, Witiiu- 
pog river and .-XHsiniboine river and spent 
some ypars in trading. Thuiice ia 17-11! 
they proceeded westward and, crossing 
the inoniitaina, reached Wind river. Be- 
ing stoiiped there by iiii Indian war, they 
retiirii'ul to the ii|ipiir M i.ssouri and ex- 
plored the Saxhatciio'.vaii up to the forks. 
'J'llis was ill 17-1-1. So'Viend prop(jsals were 
Hiibseiiueiitly made to the '^ovenior tjon 
eral of Canada to ,;X|)h'ri' thi- Saskiitche- 
wan farther, ami in 17ri:>, an out[)o3t, Kort 
.Ioii(|iiierre, iiatiioil after ibo governor gen- 
eral, was (jslablislu'il in the UoekyMoun- 
tuiiis, Tliis \s'as iho lirnt post established 
by white men in these iiuuiutaiiis, at least 
within what is now Canadian territory. 
Ita locality is not known. All these fron- 
tier posts woro idiAiiiloiied , when (Ireat 
Hrilaiii ea|itiirod ('aiiada in 17l>i'I, :'iid [iro- 
bably soon (iirt:iii|M-,u-(Ml. 'J'he e-\ istunce of 
the It.ocky iiiouiilaiiis was then of course 
delinitely known, but no white man had 
crossed them, and reached tho I'acilio. 
This was not accomplished until 170;; 
when Mr. (aflerwiuds 8ir .\leKander) 
j\Iaokei)zio olFvetL!!! the passage and ex- 
jilored, in llio eoiirse of his expedition, 
the upper waters of Fraser river. Liiwis 
and Clark's tran.sconlinental expedition, 
further to tho sfiuthward, was from l.soi 
tn ISflli. .■^stor'3 American company, in 
bSll, hud tradiim po.sls on the (Jkaiiagaii 
and HpokaiiL' riv.-r.-i. it was only ill I7'-I2 
that Captain \',inci ai ver, by liia surveys 
(17'.I'J, 17'.):'', 17'.it) ascertained tho fact 
that Vancouver Island is an island. Uuw 
young does this littla retrospect make our 
Jii.story appear — at any rate, that of the 
i?iterior part of the [irovince! It iniglit all 
1)0 conipri.sod within the life of one aged 
man. .And, now, the engineer hurls 
glaciers and rocks out of his way, and 
makes a smoolli line for the Pullman car 
through the mountains, bridging groat 
rivers that are hardly yet explored. Our 
coast hiator}' is much older, and wo will 
mention a few facts about it aonfb other 
time. 



• THE NAVAL DISPLAY. 

Our people saw on Tuesday, at Roan 
Hill, a fair Biiinple of thu ;^hna of men 
wKn have iiiadfi IJiitain fiinious in naval 
warfare by a long aeries of triuniplia. It 
does Olio good, in times liko theise, when 



our naval Hunreinaey is talked of, to look 
back tu aomo of the great dei-ds of our 
navy, under Kodnoy, Howe, Jervis, l?;ni- 
can. Nelson, Cochrane, and xo consider 
that we have no reason to believe that our 
mon and our officers have deteriorated in 
either courage or skill. Kodiioy, with in- 
ferior ships, beat Do Orassu, who b-st 8 
ships and ubuut Ii, 000 men. .lervis, with 
15 ships, beat »ho .'^p.iiiiards wilh'JT- 
Nelson, at the Nile, almost wholly do- 
itroyed the French licet, thouuh it cur- 
ried heavier metal and had every advaii- 
taj{0 of position. With 10 ships and ;5 
frigates ho chased 21: flying French and 
Spanish ships half round the win-ld, and 
ultimately crushed them al Trafalgar with 
2" ahi[is against lio. The iiieii >vo saw <iii 
Tuesilay at Beacon llill would like noth- 
ing better, in a professional w.-iy, than an 
opportunity of doing what their (atlioiK 
did, and, perhaps, outdoing them. Thi; 
insular position of Hritaiii, tho extent ot 
the coast, the rapid tides and incnnaiaiii 
aeaa have naturally helped to pviliu-,' iji- 
trejiid seamen, and we are fully assured 
that our oliieers are as skilful at this 
day ns in former timea, 'i'hi! navy is 
cliaiiging, but has it not been always 
changing, both the ships and the tactics / 
And have not our officers always icept 
fully abreast of these changes ?

Ir.iiiclads Atlout — ,So far from 
being able tn demonstrate our 'irresisiihle 
superiority' in armor, guns and speed to 
any probable combination of tlouta, we 
arc juat a little ahead ef France in ships, 
behind her in guns and in tho ago of our 
ships, and ftb-ut o...n;i! in ...rm'T nml -peed 
France has outbuilt Us by 10,000 tons of 
ironclads in the last ten years. To i-esti.ro 
tho proportion between the aliipbuildiiiu' 
votes of the two countries that e.tisteil 
before 1870 our shipbuilding vole ahouhl 
be increased by at least L'l.OOO.UUO por 
aniinui. 

"3. Ironclad IbiildiiiL; -IiiatLMil if 
niakin;: np lost ground we are losiii;;, and 
two yi.'ars hence France will he ahead of 
ua in second-class ironclada, riiid our su- 
periority in tho lirst-class will hovo been 
slightly diminished. 

"-1 . Repairs— Repairs have to some 
oxleiiL been aaeriliced to hu ildiu " it li 
the result that more than half ouriliird- 
elaaa ironclads can hardly bu reizarued as 
tit to go into battle, 

"5. (.iuns — tJur guns actually titteii 
are inferior both in weight and in powi-r 
to those of France and Italy. We have 
not one ironclad alloiit armed with the 
nevv breechloader, of which 500 have 
been made since 1880. 

"C. Our Foreign Stations — In case of 
sudilen war the French liavo better tit;ht- 
ing ships on the Chinese atat ioii tliiui Kiig^ 
land ; tho Oliilian iroiiehids arc stronger 
than oui' Pacific cruisers; the new imn - 
clad of Ijra/sil would sweep our S^oith 
.•\iiiencan si|uadroii oil' the sea. On the 
other .stations wo have ships better than 
the best that cnuld be sent against thoin. 

"7. 'i'he protection of our marine — 
Our fast ocean cruisers, available for 
policing our miiritiiiie highwaj's iii^ainst 
the Ahibainas of the future, are insulliei- 
eiit ti5 allot three to each station. W'e 
havB 19,000 nn;rchantiiien scattered all 
over the world lo protect, and only 
twenty four uiiaiiiiored sliips ■ f a speeil 
exceeding fourteen knots for their proti-c- 
tion. 

"S. Coaling and Telegraph Stations — 
A hostile cruiser could with aliiiost entire 
impunity destroy to-morrow tins coaling 
stations of Hengkong, Singapore, Hmn 
hay, th(! Cam;, Aactuiaioii, St. Iloh-in, 
Mauritius, St. ( ieorye's Sou lol^ and 
Vancouver's Island, wliich are virtually 
unprotected, altliiuigh llongUc.iig has 
four torpedo boats, and there are slight 
fortifications at ono or two of the other 
ports. 

"f>. Docks — Wo have eight foreign 

stations and fiuir d'>cks. Tliore is no 
dock in all India in which an ironclad 
ciaild relit, and, altlionL;h a iloel; is lunhl 
ino at llongkoii;;, if the, .-V uihudnus were 
injured she would hare to go to Sydney 
or come back to Malta to relit. 

"10, The Defense of Ihune I'nj-ts — 
There are not more than two harlnu's in 
the United Kingdom adei|Uali'ly pro- 
tected, and some of llie niost important 
commercial ports absolutely lack a siinjlo 
torpedo boat. 

"11. Tllo Personnel of the Kavy— \\ o 
have not siillicicnt traiiietl men to man 
our licet when war is declared uithoiil 
draiviiig H,000 from tlie re.sorvo, and tli.il 
reserve is not half a.s luiiiieroiis a.-i i hal nf 
Franco. 

"12. The iMosquito Fleet- In the 
cheapest and deadliest mode of defense 
our naval siipreniaey, instead of buiui; 
absolutely irresistible, is alis(dutely non- 
existent. To bring \is into line wuli '>ur 
rivals 100 torpedo-boats should be laid 
down t»t once."

Tlie jmge.s of liction Kcarcely contain 
so fitrange and thrilling a story as that 
nnrrated to a News reporter last even- 
ing by Sebastian Beck. lie is n plain, 
honest-looking (Ji'rinan, probably 50 
years of I'gc, and lay.s ciuiin to being 
consiilerahlo of a linguist anil capable 
of s)ieakiiig .seven laiiguage:i in luUlitioii 
Siou.x ludiuti, wliicli ho s|ieak.s with 
great lltieney, apparently. During near- 
ly ton years lleck was a luembor of the 
Siou.\ tribe, lli.s story of how he ran 
the gaiintli't is thus told: "We diil 
not know what fate awaited u.s. IjuI 
we had scarcely arrived at tho Indian 
camp than we were given to under- 
stand that wo would have to run the 
g;iuntlot. This consisted in running be- 
uvoo'ti two lines of brave's, five huiuircd 
in each line, and taking all the blows 
that these couhl give ns while we made 
the run, which was twice nj) and twice 
llie lino. Tiie linns' were just far enough 
apart to give u.s room to run, a line of 
guns being placed ulong on eacli side, 
helwctm us and the Indians, which 
could not be crosMed bv cither ns or 
tho liuli'iiis. Wo \\ ero conipelled lo 
koop \\illnii this lino luiii the liuliiiiis 
n-orr luit all(jw;'d to loavo their jiosi- 
tion.s in tlit; line, but could iullict all 
tho punislnnont poa.sible while we with- 
in reucii of each of them in turn. The 
I ndiaiis were armed with sticks, iiioe 
e.iMiiN, aiid evcryl lung that coulil be 
usoil losiriku with of a iiaiurc that 
svoiihl iiilliet jiiiiii without iloilig great 
b idily injury, but chiefly with a kind 
ui cat-o-iiitu'-tails used iiy the Indians 
in riding thoir ponies. Thi.s is a terrible 
woipoii, lia\ing a largo number (d' 
r-l 1-111^.-,, on I he end of each of which is 
a clur.ik of lead. There were a larg(' 
iiuiuliiT of sipiaws in the linos in addi- 
tion lo the braves, win) a|)peareil to 
take as strong an interest in tho matter 
as tin^ latter. 

"VVe were stip[i()d naked with tlie 
t'.xceplioii of brooch-cloutH, wdiicii were 
given us. I was ]ilaei'd llrst in the lino 
of I weiiiy-live, thi^ run beiiiL' made liv 
all liigollior ill single lile. This was a 
ileciih'd advantage to iiie, as I could go 
as fast as I liked, not having to ilepeiul 
u[)ou tin; speed of others. A friendly 
liiili.in, the one who had encouraged 
inea: lii'.it, signalled me, giving iiie to 
u:;diu-,-i!aiid that I was lo run as fie-t as 
I could. I dill not need tlicaMvici; after I 
got \soll sliirlod, hill il served me uii- 
lil 1 gnl past the lirst do>;eii, as 1 start- 
oil while ihoy were chatting among 
tliitnisi'lve.s. But tiie rent of tho way I 
got it, I tell you. I just ran for dear 
I iff, taking the blows as they camn. J 
coulil not repress: some e.xclainatioiis of 
pain as the w l.i|)s cut into my lle.sh, 
liul 1 iiiaiiago'l to keep from disgracing 
invsolf in the iniiid.s of the liidiaus, al- 
though sulleriiig terribly at every blow 
received." 

"I'id iniuiy of them iiii:<.s you?" 

".\ ft or the lir.->t ilo/oii none llint 1 
know oil'. ^They laid on the blows as 
hard as thcv could, but coufoi'uied 
.s[ riot 1 V to I heir l.T.v, which is not to 
Ictivi; their place in the line to iiillict 
furthrr puni.shnient. 

"When I reached tho end of the 
line the lirst time I vvas covered with 
blood and thoroughly winded, being 
si.'areely able to stand. We managed 
to i;ot iliioiigh with our lives, not oni; 
of the iwoniy live falling or giving up. 
Wo wore I hen admitted to membership 
in tlieli-ihe. " 

Jteck is now travniling among tho 
Lndiuiis looking for his wife and chiUl- 
ren, whom lie lost wlien capturtjd years 
ago.

Tlio instances recorded are few of men 
who have, previous to dissolution, written 
their own epitaph, tho generality of man- 
kind preferring to leave the eulogy of their 
merits to friends, not thinking highly 
enough of their indiviilmd goodness to al- 
low of their bi'ing i golistieal in this respect. 
Yesterday moniing tlu^re dii'd in one of the 
hotels of this cily an .\merieun sailor named 
Thos. Wild, who was left in eliarge of the 
U. S. Consul hero by an .Vnieriean ship. 
Ho suU'ered from heart disease, from the 
ett'oets of which ho died. Wild was an 
eccentric fellow, and had gooil family con- 
nections. Ho kept very much alone, and 
the reason for his following the lifu of a 
coiomoii sailor is known only to himself. 
The following epitaph was found among his 
etVi ets, as wore also a number of other short 
pieces, he evidently having a gcuius for 
rliyining:

The recent arrival of H. M. S. Satellite 
brought to memory tho fact that in a cor- 
ner of the old cemetery on Quadra street, 
the ollicers and men of that vessel, when 
she was stationed at Estpiiiinilt in 18G0, 
erected a monument to the memory of 
their deceased shipmates. Tho shaft 
bears the following inscription :

Twelve names are chisollod 
three sides of the miniiiinent, livi;

There are also two slabs and another 
monument in the same corner telling of 
the death of shipmates on three other ves- 
sels. On one is the chronicle of tlic deaths 
of tliree of II. M. S. Pliunper, On an- 
other of one on S lli;cate. The 
third is a monument erected by ollicers 
and company of 11. M. S. Sutlej. This 
chronicles the drowning of four, five 
"buried el80where,"and si-x "buried here." 
Like other portions of the old cemetery 
the navy corner is rather neglected in its 
appearance, the graves iiiikept iiiid covered 
with fallen leaves, but the records tell of 
sympathy and remembrance by the ship- 
mates of those who lie at rest fur from 
their native place.

Resolved, Tho Coiiferenco expresses 
Iho hope that, as soon as may be prac- 
ticable, aBtroiioiiiioal and nautical days 
will bo arranged everywhere to begin at 
moan midnight.

ed fool, "something his friends have, no 
doubt, discovered loiirj !t<^o. Hoinfr In 
tho drtig bnsini.'ss, ho can easily cnro 
himsolf. Whenever ho Ihuls ho has 
given o.Kpres^ion to a pun, ho sliould 
talio-a piece oi asal'tutida about as^bi^ 
as a hickory nut and cliow it. Ho will 
not'fool like making another pun as 
long as the taste remains in his mouth. 
Ho Siionld carry- some of tho drnjf iu 
his vest pocket when ho proos ont in 
company, ami keep a i)ieeo in his 
nioiiih constantly. It may bo oQen- 
sivo to the company, but it will not bo 
haif so ollousivo as his old back num- 
ber, tooth-worn puns, and ho will bo- 
00 mo a favorite. If this course will 
not cnro liim ho had hotter go and 
drown himself. Tiiere is no such a 
thill!; us a new pun, as every word that 
is sujceplible of ti juin has been pnn- 
nod upon for thousands of years, so 
when 3'ou hear a jiersou maku a pun 
you may bo s\iro that it is a thousand 
years old. If a man or woman, when 
making a jmn on a word, realized that 
the I'lgyptian mummy in the museum, 
when alive, had mado the same pun, 
and lauglied at it boisterously, ho 
would be a.shametl of his own attempt. 
Tbo English language is good ouough 
if you take it straight, and it is foolish 
to torture it. The man who makes 
puns habitually is usually a weak mau 
who imagines he is smart, as yon can 
see by walcliiiig him as hi! laughs at 
his own smartness. As good a way as 
any to si|iieleli a punster is to liston to 
bis pun, look thoughtfully and s.ay, 
"IJ. C." or "Credit it to Adam." 
Youug men who get in tho habit of 
making puns on all occasions lose their 
positions, girls go back on them, and 
tlicy go through life alone, except in 
rare instances. A girl hates to face 
tho.prospect of a lifetime of poor puns, 
and" they will think twice before mar- 
rying a punster, as ho is liable to 
practice his puns on his wife. 
Tlioro ougiit to bo nn asylum for 
punsters, where they can go and 
bo cured, or kill oaoh other with 
puns. There is nothing that throws 
a damper on the enjoyment of a 
party like tlio presiuice of a puiistor, 
who pnus and looks aroniul for a smile 
of appreciation, and not gotiiug it 
smiles himself. At a picnic they havo 
a habit of throwing a punster up in a 
blanket, or passing the pickles to him 
frequently, or silling him on an ant's 
nest, or makinir him climb a tree to put 
up a swing, anything to keep him busy 
so ho will forget liis terrible habit. 
Punsters are tolerated because they 
are weak, but the looks of pity tmd con- 
tempt they receive ought to show them 
how foolish the}' arc. There is noth- 
ing original or funny in any puu that 
lias been sprung ujjon any party in tlio 
jiast thousand years, and tlio sooner 
punsters liiul it out tho better. Some 
papers make a specialty of puns, mis- 
taking tlunu for humor. If editors 
could see llie contempt in whicli people 
])ass over the! (olumns of puns il would 
Wake Uieu' u|i. There is some excuse 
for a fooll'jh fellow to make puns, be- 
cause he luis never boon told that ho is 
weak, but for an editor to rack his brain 
to build fool puns for the jieoplo to 
road, is awful. A jniu spoken soon 
ffocs away with tho atmosphere and is 
lost, but a ])un ])rintcd iu a iiewsDayor 
is on record, a constant source of an- 
noyance to tho reader, and a sorrow to 
tho writer of it, after lie onco gets 
Bonso and realizes how weak ho was 
when ho was a punster. Young men 
should strive to make tlienisolves in- 
teresting in conversation, but the pun 
is the last tiling they should practice, 
as it makes people sick. A druggist 
in western ^V'isconsin had a great habit 
of making puns a few years agjg, and 
no customer w^as saf(; to go to tbo store 
to buy anything. They all got a pun 
Willi llicir medicine, and sometimes Iho 

gun was worse than the drugs to lake, 
no night a man namcil Otto I'adman 
was stabbed in tho breast, and was 
taken into tho drug store to be sowed 
up. While tho doctor was at work on 
the man tho druggist came up and af- 
ter looking at the wound he said: 
"You Otto bad a liver I'adnian." The 
wouiulod !uid dying man heard it, and 
it was too much, lie could stand tho 
Btab with culd steel, but to be stabbed 
with a pun was too much, and he haul- 
ctl back one foot and kiolced tho drug- 
gist on the nose. Tho druggist has 
never made a ptin since, ami wo don't 
know but a kick in the nose is about as 
good a euro as any. — Feck^s Sttn.
